TATISTICS are available on every country, gathered in huge 

quantities by earnest bodies. ‘These may be collected on a 

desk in London or Manchester together with maps geographical 
and geological, treatises, guide books, political history, everything 
published and then—be misread. 

For the “unit,” as planners have so frequently found, will 
not behave to a pattern and, possessed by dreams or furies, will 
infect his neighbour and falsify the whole picture by the time 
the plan is ready. 

For it is what people are that decides what they will do ; what 
they want to do decides what they will need ; what they need 
makes markets. 

We have all been reading for some time now about the immense 
potential wealth of Canada—of aluminium and asbestos, oil and 
uranium, and some mysterious (be honest) manifestation called 
the pre-Cambrian shield. 

All this inspired two visits—to the East and the West of 
Canada—to find out what the Canadians made of it, to talk to 
the “units” in the different socio-economic groups and to see 
— they were facing up to what looks like a period of historical 

urry. 

An amusing, if not very purposeful Gallup poll was recently 
carried out in which the vices and virtues of four different countries 
were listed by the general public itself. 


The vrews expressed are the author's and not necessarily those of H.M. Government. 


The Canadians listed their own faults as: lack of initiative, no 
national spirit, too conservative, too self-effacing. (Their virtues 
they thought were friendliness, industry, kindliness and integrity 

. . all true in varying degrees.) 

It will be noticed that the faults are negative and a friendly 
observer might say that they spring from caution (the deep Scottish 
and French influence ?) and a lingering trace of inferiority from 
the not too distant days of depression and near-poverty. 


The Massey Report 


The very fact of the Massey Report is a good guide to character. 
Faced with an increased and increasing material prosperity, with 
greater personal leisure and Y prsoane.. power, leading Canadians 
became alarmed lest it should outrun cultural development and 
lead to chaotic social conditions, as has happened elsewhere. 


So in 1949 a Royal Commission on National Development in 
the Arts, Letters and Sciences was appointed, headed by Vincent 
Massey, then Chancellor of the University of Toronto. 


Members of the Commission travelled thousands of miles 
(you have to anyway in Canada) and talked to hundreds of people 
for two years. ‘The resulting blue-print for Canada’s cultural 
future declares emphatically that it must not be imitation-American 
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but essentially Canadian and makes provision to that end. 
Here is caution—and the foresight that goes with it. 


Here 
also perhaps is a tacit acknowledgment that Canadians have no 


militant national spirit 
attacked). 


The Market as a Whole 


The Canadian people clearly divide into four parts (only one 
of which has anything to do with Gaul), as you travel that great 
corridor from East to West, with these barriers between—the 
first, language ; the second, the hundreds of miles of Western 
Ontario bush that divide the East from the Middle West or Prairie 
provinces, and the third, the Rockies descending to British Columbia 
and the Pacific. 

There is an immensely varied development everywhere in the 
industrial East and in the new Eldorado of the West. Any city 
anywhere shows it. In the Prairies you can see whole sections of 
smart new ranch-type houses on 50 ft. frontages, easily run, cheaply 
heated, built on land that was Prairie twenty months or so ago. 
The estimated value of new constructional work in 1953, business 
and domestic, was £1,719 million (is that a statistic 2—let’s leave it). 

This development is obviously not going to proceed evenly ; there 
will be pauses here and there for consolidation if only because they 
have travelled so far, so fast. But the sources are so diversified 
that any general recession is out of sight. 

This expansion is touching every income level ; good money 
is being made by people who have manufactured goods and services 
to sell. 

In the upper bracket, a recent report by the Minister of National 
Revenue makes it clear that there is no “‘ pauperization by taxation.” 
It seems that 8,260 Canadian taxpayers had a declared income of

The Margin Between Success 


and Failure 


The margin between success and failure is a narrow one 
and it can quite often be measured by a little lower price, a 
little better quality, a little quicker delivery date. Which 
way the balance turns will not be determined primarily by 
Governments alone. It will be determined by management 
and men, by making the effort needed to increase produc- 
tivity and skills and resources and hard work.

£6,000 or more after paying income tax. (Britain, with more than 
three times the population, can only show 36). This is reflected 
all the way down. 

So—good money is being made and comparatively low taxes 
leave more spending money in the hands of the individual. And 
since he is anything but lazy, there is ‘‘ more where that came from.” 

True, in a population of 15 million there is a limited consumption 
of, say, toothpaste or trousers, but 15 million people with money 
in hand, an advanced standard of living with no fear of premium 
prices for premium quality, are worth attention. 

The French-Canadian population, i.e. those who have French 
as their mother tongue, number nearly a third of the total but again 
numbers are misleading. 

Being very strict Catholics, French Canadians run to big families 
and provide a large part of the essential workers in industry and the 
public services, postal, transportation, hotel staffs, etc. 

Immigration is mostly confined to the North European races 
(Alberta will officially sponsor none but United Kingdom citizens) 
of the hard-working kind—Swedes, Germans, Dutch and, of course, 
more Scots. 


The Four Canadas 


Quebec Province. The French speaking Canadian is quite 
unique. He has no great ties with or respect for France, nor for the 
rest of Canada ; he is concerned solely with his own people, their 
comforts, their progress, the preservation of their language, their 
religion and their great traditions from the earliest days of settlement. 

It is natural perhaps that furs, fashions and food manufacturers 
should be very strong, though there is mining—as well as maple 
syrup—in the north. 

Chat with your taxi driver or room-service in good metropolitan 
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French and you get a great smile. An obvious Anglo-Saxon has made 
the effort—as so few Canadians do. That you will understand 
what he says in reply is, however, a toss-up. 

The Province is wealthy, industrious and independent, with a 
gently arrogant assumption of the Montrealer that his city is the 
cultural capital of the country. 

It is true, at least, in marketing consumer goods, that if you can 
‘* major ” in Quebec, the rest will be easy. 

Ontario—called Upper Canada presumably because it is up the 
St. Lawrence. Tell a Montrealer that you are going up to Toronto 
and he will say: ‘“ Do you know Birmingham? You won't like it 
much.” 

In point of fact, Toronto is exciting because you can feel the 
throb of the city’s expansion. Buildings are being torn down, sky- 
scrapers are going up, the subway is coming and on the hills behind 
new factory areas are being rapidly covered with new brick and 
cement. 

So with the other cities—Hamilton, Kitchener, Guelph, London 
Sudbury, Sault St. Marie and so on. And beside the growing industries 
to the South there grow vines, tomatoes, tobacco—to say nothing 
of whisky and motor cars in Windsor. 


The Prairies—Manitoba, Saskatchewan, Alberta. Generations 
of farmers have as background growing grain in the short, fine season 
—sometimes this area is called the breadbasket of the world. And 
westward in Alberta, cattle ranching, grain—and now oil. And if 
you think that makes a lot of mess of the farming, the average oil rig 
takes not much over an acre and the plough runs up to the edges. 


British Columbia. Here again, a totally different people, who 
consider themselves ex-patriates if they have to work in the East ! 
Very English in appearance and speech, more reserved, and in some 
ways slower moving. Logging, canning, mining, fruit growing 
and now, in the North, the great aluminium development. 

Marketing will be different again here through the joint influences 
of the great port of Vancouver and consumer trade with Seattle 
across the border. 


What Do You Sell ? 


So—what do you sell ? 

If you are an industrialist, you might plump for Ontario—and you 
might be wrong. There’s a whole island, Annacis, below Vancouver 
to be devoted solely to the development of British industries. 

Or even Edmonton, maybe, and be in at the beginning ? Edmonton 
getting wealthier every month, growing out of distributing and tired 
of the cost of importing, is starting already to foster the lighter 
industries. 

Consumer goods maybe ? There are buyers from Coast to Coast 
now, for good goods, if you learn how to sell them. 

But to get back to people. If the Californian ranch type houses 
have a certain sameness about them, except for the jolly colours of 
the roofs, they are excellent machines for living. 

Though they look like bungalows, they are in effect two-storeyed 
houses, the lower storey being underground (not unimportant in 
harsh winters) and housing the heating apparatus, the laundry and 
usually a workshop and a rumpus room. 

Once upon a time windows were made small to conserve heat in 


OLLOWING the decision by the National Committee of the 

Leather Industries Export Corporation that its various functions 
could be more effectively carried out by the organisations representing 
the various sections of the trade, discussions took place between the 
Board of Trade and the various sections of the leather and allied 
trades regarding the disposal of the balance of some £82,000 levied 
under the Encouragement of Exports (Leather, Footwear and Allied 
Products) Order, 1940, as amended. 

It was agreed that the Export Corporation should be reconstituted, 
and that the balance of £82,000 should be administered by the 
Corporation so that it is of the greatest benefit in the promotion of 
exports of leather and leather goods. 

Management of the Corporation is now vested in three independent 
Directors nominated by the President of the Board of Trade, namely, 
Mr. F. M. Chapman, lately Assistant Secretary of the Boerd of 
Trade (Chairman) ; Mr. E. H. Owen, Managing Director of the 
Charterhouse Industrial Development Co. Ltd., and Mr. J. R. Muirie, 
Partner, Peat, Marwick, Mitchell & Co. The Northern African 
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winter; now with double walls filled with a rock wool insulation and the 
heat thermostatically controlled they are much bigger and there is 
always a great wide plate glass “‘ picture window ” in the living room. 

The heating oil goes in by an external valve without knocking on 
the door (the postman does that later) or with natural gas through 
the normal metering system. Householders in parts of Alberta, 
whose natural gas is unlimited, for a three-in-family house with 
heating, hot water and cooking, reckon to pay around three and a 
half dollars a month 

The harsh winter in the Prairies leads the farmers to hibernate 
in the cities. Once harvest is over, the farmer and his family are 
away into the town for the winter and even, for the wealthier ones, 
on down into the South as far as Miami. 

This and the near state of siege that a rough winter can produce 
leads to a very strong community life in these widely spread settle- 
ments. In the East, there is every kind of sport close at hand, ski-ing, 
hunting (shooting to you), sailing, camping, swimming, riding—a 
paradise for the active. 

The schools (co-ed.) are keeping pace—the new “ public ” schools 
are beautiful models of their kind, as are the hospitals, right across 
the country. 


What Canadians Say 


An innocent visitor in a bus running from an airport into the city 
remarked of some road and bridge building operation that there 
must be something special on because of all the cars gathered there. 

They were, of course, the workmen’s cars. The first job for the 
bulldozers and muck-shifters on any construction scene is to make 
a car-park.

You can approach 
any man, or woman, and get a frank, smiling, friendly answer. 

Two bankers and an insurance president (obviously anonymous) : 
‘“We must not become too dependent on American capital, which 
is always more volatile than capital under British management.” 

A leading importer: ‘“ Sure we want to trade British, but don’t 
pull that string till it hurts—efter all, it’s a bit like living with your 
sister. You know your obligations but you don’t like to be reminded 
of ’em too often.” 

Another: “If the design, style and price are right, Canadians 
will always buy British. It goes without saying that the quality will 
be right—that’s where you have the edge on the wthers.”’

B.LF. Reports Encouraging Initial 


Response from Overseas Buyers 


RADE BUYERS overseas have been exceptionally prompt in 

their response to invitations recently issued for the British Industries 
Fair in May. ‘Twelve weeks before the Fair favourable replies were 
more numerous than for a similar period in any year since the war. 
Three thousand buyers from 87 countries have already notified their 
intention to make the journey to Britain—a 20 per cent. increase in 
early acceptances. 


The greater response is most marked in the countries of Europe, 
followed by the Commonwealth and the Middle East ; outstanding 
among these are Norway, South Africa and Israel. A very high pro- 
portion of buyers have been quicker to accept the invitation in 
Germany, Italy and Japan, although the letter’s is still a relatively 
small contingent. 


It is now expected that by the close of the 33rd Fair, on May 14, 
125,000 overseas visitors will have sought British goods at B.I.F. 
since 1947 ; more than twice the total to visit all the Fairs held before 
the war. An average of well over a thousand new arrivals daily should 
be maintained at B.I.F. this year. 


Late Rush by Exhibitors 


While buyers have been unusually prompt in their response, manu- 
facturers in Britain have been much later in deciding to participate, 
and the Fair organizers in London and Birmingham are still dealing 
with an exceptional number of delayed reservations. Nearly 1,000

firms are represented in London where new applications exceed 
30 per week. Many of these are being attracted by the recent 
provision of unattended window displays for exhibitors in certain 
sections. Exhibitors at Birmingham already exceed 1,000. 


In general, manufacturers are taking smaller sites at the Fair, and 
the textile display which is normally the largest has diminished by 
about two-thirds in area. This follows the decision of the industry 
not to participate on the scale of previous years, but nevertheless a 
hundred manufacturers of textile products are already represented 
at Earls Court. Withdrawals this year include chemical and plastic 
manufacturers in organized sections, but a number of trade displays 
are likely to be larger than previously, notably the Commonwealth, 
Boats and Small Craft, Brushware, Fancy Goods, Jewellery, Office 
Appliances, and Musical Instruments. 


Entirely new features at Eerls Court and Olympia include displays 
of products used in both the Everest and North Greenland Exped- 
itions. 

One of the features of this year’s Fair will be the larger number of 
newcomers taking part, and it is clear that this will be a notable year 
for new products. 


Chairman of British Industries Fair, Ltd. 


IT WAS announced by the Minister of State, Board of Trade, Mr. 
D. Heathcoat Amory, in the House of Commons on February 23, 
that Sir Arthur Smout had accepted the Chairmanship of British 
Industries Fair, Ltd., the new company which is to take over B.I.F. 
after this year’s Fair. 

Sir Arthur is a former Director of Imperial Chemical Industries, 
Ltd., and for a number of years was on the Fair Management Com- 
mittee of Birmingham Chamber of Commerce. During the war he 
was Director of Ammunition Production at the Ministry of Supply. 


New Board of Trade Reference 
to Monopolies Commission 


NEW reference has been made to the Monopolies Commission : 

they are to investigate and report on the supply in the United 
Kingdom of standard metal windows and doors.* ‘Their report is to 
cover both the facts of the matter and the bearing of the facts on the 
public interest. 

Any person or organization wishing to offer evidence on this 
subject should write to the Secretary of the Monopolies and Restric- 
tive Practices Commission, 3 Cornwall Terrace, Regent’s Park, 
London, N.W.1. 

Reports of the Commission have already been published on the 
subjects of dental goods, cast iron rainwater goods, electric lamps, 
insulated electric wires and cables, insulin, matches and match- 
making machinery, and imported timber. The Commission's report 
on calico printing has been received by the Board of Trade and awaits 
publication. 

Apart from the requirement for a report under Section 15 of the 
Monopolies Act about the general effect on the public interest of 
certain widely prevalent discriminatory practices, the other subjects 
at present before the Commission are :— 

semi-manufactures of copper and copper-based alloys ; 
certain electrical and allied machinery and plant ; 
pneumatic tyres ; 
buildings in the Greater London area ; 
hard fibre cordage ; 
linoleum ; 
sand and gravel in central Scotland ; 
certain industrial and medical gases.

Report on Monopolies Acts 


HE fifth Annual Report by the Board of Trade on the working 
of the Monopolies and Restrictive Practices Acts, 1948 and 1953, 
was published on Tuesday and is on sale at H.M. Stationery Office, 
York House, Kingsway, London, W.C.2, and branches (price 6d., by 


post 74d). The Report covers the calendar year 1953 and includes 
a survey of the suggestions and requests made to the Board of Trade 
during the year for the reference of subjects to the Monopolies 
Commission. 

This Report should not be confused with reports made by the 
Monopolies Commission themselves ; it is a general survey of the 
operation of the Monopolies Acts during the year 1953, and is made 
annually by the Board of Trade as required by Section 16 of the 
1948 Act. ‘The Commission’s reports deal with the subjects referred 
to them and are presented to the Board of Trade as and when in- 
vestigations are completed. Reports have so far been published on 
the subjects of dental goods (December 14, 1950), cast iron rainwater 
goods (April 4, 1951), electric lamps (November 13, 1951), insulated 
electric wires and cables (July 1, 1952), insulin (October 28, 1952), 
matches and match-making machinery (May 13, 1953) and imported 
timber (October 27, 1953). The Commission’s report on calico 
printing has been received by the Board of Trade and awaits pub- 
lication. 


Application for Higher Protective Duty on 
Sheets or Sheeting of Polyvinyl Chloride

imported with the support of authorizations granted by Colonial 
Governments and for which separate import licences are issued.

The statement should be certified by an independent practising 
accountant. 

Applicants will be notified of the amounts allotted to them, and 
before licences are issued they will be required to furnish undertakings 
that the goods will be exported after processing and that they will 
furnish such returns of their imports and exports as may be required. 


Applicants are reminded that any person who knowingly or 
recklessly makes any false statement, or furnishes any documents 
or information false in any material particular for the purpose of 
obtaining an import licence, is liable to a fine not exceeding £500 
and/or a term of imprisonment not exceeding six months. In 
addition, the import licence will be void from the date of issue, and 
any goods imported under it will be liable to forfeiture under the 
Customs Acts. 


Marking of Imported Jute Goods 
and Cotton Grey Cloth 


AN ORDER in Council was made on March 1, 1954, amending 

the Merchandise Marks (Imported Goods) No. 10 Order, 1934. 
The Order in Council exempts imported jute piece-goods from the 
requirement to bear an indication of origin and allows additional 
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methods of applying the indication of origin in the case of imported 
cotton grey cloth. 

The Order is entitled the Merchandise Marks (Imported Goods) 
No. 10 Order, 1934, Amendment No. 2 Order 1954 (S.I. 1954 No. 
217) and is on sale at H.M. Stationery Office, Kingsway, London, 


W.C.2, and branches, price 2d. (by post 34$d.). Fuller particulars 
were published in the Board of Trade Journal on January 23, 1954 
(page 155), when the Order was in draft. 


British Film Quota Returns for 
1952-53 


HE Board of Trade have now examined the returns for the 

1952-53 quota year, which exhibitors are required to make under 
the Cinematograph Films Acts. 

The Acts provide that cinematograph theatres must show prescribed 
proportions of British films. For the year ended September 30, 
1953, the standard quotas were 30 per cent. for films shown as first 
features and 25 per cent. for all other films (second features and short 
films) in the “‘ supporting programme.”’ 1470 exhibitors, who satisfied 
the conditions of the 1948 Act regarding quota relief, were prescribed 
quotas ranging from 10 per cent. to 25 per cent. instead of the standard 
first-feature quote of 30 per cent. ; after allowing for these quota 
reliefs the average prescribed first feature quota for the country as 
a whole was 25:5 per cent. 

The following points of interest emerge from analysis of the 
returns : 

The average proportion of British films exhibited in Great Britain 
was 28 per cent. for first feature and 26 per cent. for supporting 
programme films, as compared with 27 per cent. and 24 per cent. 
in the year ending September 30, 1952. 

Of the 4,640 returns received, 414 were from exhibitors who were 
exempt from quota obligations or who operated for only part of the 
year. Of the other 4,226, 884 (21 per cent.) failed to achieve the 
prescribed quota for first features (compared with a total of 1,043 
out of 4,183 (25 per cent.) in the 1951-52 period). Of these 884, 
560 (63 per cent.) fell short of their prescribed quotas by 5 per cent. 
or less. 

1,626 exhibitors failed to achieve their prescribed quota for 
supporting programme films, as compared with 1,901 exhibitors in 
the previous quota year. 

The average quotas achieved for the year as a whole by the three 
major circuits (Odeon, Gaumont-British and Associated British 
Cinemas), who are not eligible for quota relief, were 34 per cent. for 
first features and 31-5 per cent. for the supporting programme.

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Import and Export Price Index Numbers 


NDEX NUMBERS of import and export prices for January 1954 

and for each month of 1953 are given in the table below. The 

weighting of the index numbers—that is the selection of imports 
and exports taken to represent the pattern of trade—has been changed 
to represent the make-up of our trade in 1953 instead of that for 
1952 which was used for the index numbers last year. In addition 
the commodities included in the index numbers have been re-grouped 
on the basis of the new United Kingdom classification of commodities, 
which conforms closely to the Standard International Trade classifica- 
tion of the United Nations, introduced for statistics of overseas trade 
from January 1, 1954. (For details of the new classification see 
Board of Trade Journal February 20, 1954, page 366). 

Both the index of import prices at 98 (average for 1953 =100) and 
the index of export prices, at 99, were unchanged in January compared 
with December, and the terms of trade—the ratio of the import index 
to the export index—remained at 99. 

Price movements during 1953, as measured by last year’s 1952 
weighted index numbers, appeared in the Board of Trade Journal on 
January 23, 1954 (page 153). The trend of prices in 1953, as 
measured by the new series of 1953 weighted index numbers, shows 
much the same movement as the old series ; in the new series import 
prices declined from 103 (average for 1953=100) in January, 1953 
to 98 in December, while export prices showed little change being 99 
in December compared with 101 in January. The sub-divisions of 
the new index numbers are not directly comparable with those of the 
old, however, because of the re-grouping of commodities consequent 
on the change in the trade classification. For instance the new basic 
materials index shows a considerably smaller fall in 1953 than the old 
raw materials index largely because crude petroleum, which fell 
sharply in 1953 as tanker freight rates declined and had a marked 
influence on the fall in the old index of imported raw materials, is 
not included in the new basic materials class but in the new class of 
mineral fuels and lubricants (Class C). The new index for import 
prices of food, beverages and tobacco (Class A) corresponds fairly

closely in commodity c: mposition with the old food drink and tobacco 
index, but largely on account of the revision in the weighting to reflect 
the composition of imports in 1953 instead of 1952, the new index 
shows a rather different movement from the old index during 1953. 

Among exports the index for metals, which is now shown separately 
from engineering products, fell from 104 in January 1953 to 97 in 
December and 96 in January this year; prices of both steel and 
non-ferrous metals contributed to the downward trend. The new 
index for export prices of textiles, which excludes clothing and wool 
tops, shows little change throughout 1953 whereas the old index rose 
by 3 points in the second half of the year. 

The prices used in calculating these index numbers are derived by 
selecting a number of commodity headings from the Trade and 
Navigation Accounts and, for each heading, dividing the value in 
each month by the corresponding quantity and combining the changes 
in the prices (or, more strictly, the unit values) so obtained by 
weighting them according to the commodity pattern of trade in 1953. 
The index numbers thus measure the changes from month to month 
in the aggregate value of a fixed selection of commodities representative 
of the composition of imports and exports in 1953. It is important 
to note that for imports the prices of arrivals recorded in the Trade 
Accounts in any month will usually be those ruling in world markets 
at some earlier date, when the purchase was made, so that often there 
is a time-lag between the movement of world commodity prices and 
the import price index. 

If a comparison of prices over a longer period is required the 
average (or unit) value index numbers are more appropriate (see for 
example the Board of Trade Journal of February 13, 1954, page 300); 
these index numbers, which are published each quarter with the 
indices of the volume of United Kingdom trade, are, however, 
affected by changes in the commodity composition of imports and 
exports from period to period and therefore give only an approximate 
measure of price movements—this applies particularly to the querterly 
figures for imports which are subject to seasonal movements.

It is hoped to bring together at the Congress leading figures from 
every sphere throughout Scotland who have the opportunity to 
influence design in one way or another—manufacturers, wholesalers, 
retailers, public services and local authorities. It is primarily a 
Scottish Congress, but speakers have been drawn from a wide field 
and it is hoped to have representatives from organizations particularly 
interested in industrial design from other parts of the United King- 
dom, and also from abroad. An exhibition illustrating development 
in design during recent years, and a selection of current products of 
outstanding design will form a background to the papers and dis- 
cussions. 


Delegates will be entertained by the City of Edinburgh at the City 
Hall on the evening of the 26th, and there will be a formal dinner to 
close the Congress on the evening of the 27th. 


Standard of Design is Important 


The Scottish Industries Exhibition has already been announced for 
September, and is assured of ample support from manufacturing 
firms. ‘This will provide an important pageant of Scottish industry, 
and the standard of design which firms achieve, the products they put 
on view, the manner in which they display them, and the way in 
which they are advertised and packed, will play a vital part in its 
success. "These are the aspects with which the Council of Industrial 
Design Scottish Committee are concerned, and they are vital to the 
prosperity of the country. Their application to different trades 
naturally varies, but the Council point out that it is a fundamental 
mistake to assume that in any trade, even the heaviest industry, quality 
of workmanship and materials allied to bare efficiency may necessarily 
suffice. With increasing world competition they most certainly will 
not. ‘Technical research has long been accepted as essential, and often 
heavy expenditure on it is accepted as only prudent. The study of 
market conditions and the peculiar requirements of marketing in 
different districts and countries is now receiving increasing attention. 
Increased attention is also being paid to design, but in the opinion of 
the Council it does not go far enough. 

Speakers at the Scottish Design Congress will discuss the problems 
they have encountered in raising design standards in a variety of fields, 
and will show how they themselves have tackled them and achieved 
results. Papers will deal with the basic idea of building up and 


maintaining a progressive design policy at the highest level, for only 
there can it be effective, and only there can it be integrated as it 
should be throughout the whole process of planning, production and 
sales. 


The problems vary from one industry to another; the 
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opportunities are different in varying trades and professions, but the 
forthcoming Congress should provide a unique and stimulating 
meeting-place for the exchange of ideas and experiences, and an 
opportunity for those in responsible positions, the heads of firms and 
senior officials in the public services and the Government, to stop and 


consider theit own attitude to design. Is design really treated as it 
should be—as a high level responsibility, or is it left to somebody 
else ? 


Work of Scottish Committee 


The Council of Industrial Design Scottish Committee was estab- 
lished nearly 10 years ago in Glasgow at the same time as its bigger 
counterpart in London. Since then, both organizations have been 
pursuing a common policy in their allotted tasks of trying to raise 
the standard of design in the products of British industry. 


The work of the Scottish Committee covers many fields. It has 
endeavoured to create an atmosphere in which a more critical approach 
to design might flourish, in which achievement would be recognised 
and reap its reward, and in which more and more people in every 
walk of life would appreciate the real benefits which good design 
could bring. 


The Committee’s first big venture was the ‘‘ Enterprise Scotland ”’ 
exhibition in Edinburgh in 1947, at which the best-designed products 
from Scottish manufacturers were shown. The “ Living Traditions ”’ 
Exhibition in Edinburgh in 1951 set out to show examples of the 
great Scottish heritage, the great store of fine craftmanship in which 
good design seemed to happen inevitably, and in which beauty seemed 
to come automatically.

Restoration of Private Trading in 


Tungsten Ores and Concentrates 


THE Minister of State, Board of Trade, Mr. D. Heathcoat Amory, 

announced, on behalf of the Minister of Materials, in the House 
of Commons on Monday, that the Minister had decided to restore 
private trading in tungsten ores and concentrates on April 1, 1954. 
This decision was taken after consultation with the trade. 


Mr. Amory said that private imports from all sources except the 
dollar area would be permitted from that date, but in order to ensure 
a smooth transition from public to private trading and so that the 
Ministry’s surplus stocks might be disposed of with the minimum of 
disturbance to the market, arrangements were being made with the 
co-operation of the trade under which in the early months of private 
trading consumers would continue to meet a substantial part of their 
requirements by purchase from Ministry stocks. The Ministry of 
Materials would shortly be communicating with consumers individually 
about the detailed application of the arrangements. It was contem- 
plated that the proportion of purchases from the Ministry would be 
reduced as the normal channels of supply were re-established. The 
arrangements would be kept under review in consultation as necessary 
with the trade. 


Import Licensing Arrangements 


THE Board of Trade announce in Notice to Importers No. 632 that 
they are now prepared to consider applications for licences to import 
tungsten ores and concentrates after April 1 if consigned from and 
originating in any country or territory other than the following :—

Applicants are reminded that any person who knowingly or reck- 
lessly makes any false statement or furnishes any documents or infor- 
mation false in any material particular for the purpose of obtaining an 
import licence, is liable to a fine not exceeding £500 and/or a term of 
imprisonment not exceeding six months. In addition, the import 
licence will be void from the date of issue, and any goods imported 
under it will be liable to forfeiture under the Customs Acts.

Exports to U.S.S.R. and China 


Asked what were the principal differences in the lists of goods 
the export of which was forbidden to the Union of Soviet Socialist 
Republics and China, respectively, the President of the Board of 
Trade, Mr. Peter Thorneycroft, replied that the list of goods the 
export of which to China was forbidden was published in the Board 
of Trade Journal on June 23, 1951, a copy of which he was sending 
the questioner. It covered about 480 items or categories of industrial 
equipment, in addition to arms, ammunition and atomic energy 
materials. The list of wholly banned exports to the U.S.S.R. was 
confined to about 250 items (in addition to arms, ammunition and 
atomic energy materials) of primary importance to Soviet war pro- 
duction ; in addition, the export of some 100 items to the U.S.S.R. 
was subject to quantitative restriction. 


MONDAY MARCH 1 


Stocks Held by Ministry of Materials 

The Minister of State, Board of Trade, Mr. D. Heathcoat Amory, 
stated on behalf of the Minister of Materials that apart from materials 
in which public trading at present continued, the Ministry of 
Materials held residual trading stocks of aluminium, copper, lead, 
zinc, magnesium, sulphur and pyrites, timber, hemp and mica. 
While the bulk of these was expected to be disposed of by sale or 
transfer to the strategic reserves in 1954/55, in the interests of the 
taxpayer it was necessary to avoid too hasty sales and consequent 
losses. Moreover, the termination of public trading had left or 
would leave the Government, for some years ahead, with certain 
purchase and disposal commitments for a number of commodities. 


Supplies of Newsprint 

Asked with what newspaper representatives and newsprint manu- 
facturers the import of additional Canadian newsprint had been 
discussed, Mr. Heathcoat Amory replied that the discussions had 
been with the Board of the Newsprint Supply Company. The 
Minister of Materials had had no discussions on this with newsprint 
manufacturers either at home or abroad, but he understood that 
there had been discussions between the Newsprint Supply Company 
and their various suppliers. 


Functions of Ministry of Materials 

A questioner wanted to know the nature of the remaining functions 
of the Ministry of Materials, in view of the reversion of more than 
95 per cent. of state trading in raw commodities to private traders, 
since October 1951. 

Mr. Heathcoat Amory replied that the wide variety of tasks of the 
Ministry, which were by no means confined to public trading, could 
not be fully described in his reply. 

The abandonment of much of public trading and distribution 
controls had already been reflected in considerable reductions in the 
staff of the Ministry, and this process was continuing. The liquida- 
tion, however, of public trading positions involving many millions 
of pounds, if it was to be conducted with due regard for the interests 
of the taxpayer, must make substantial demands on the staff of the 
Ministry for some time. So, too, must the efficient management and 
custody of the immensely valuable strategic stockpile. 


Prices and Stocks of Rubber 


Mr. Heathcoat Amory said that the Minister of Materials was 
aware that the present price of natural rubber was low in relation 
to prices in recent years, though still above the level prevailing 
for some time before the Korean War. 

Her Majesty’s Government had for some time held strategic stocks 
of natural rubber which it was their policy to maintain. The size of 
the stock was, however, determined by strategic considerations. 


TUESDAY MARCH 2 


Industries in Lancashire 

Asked what steps Her Majesty’s Government were taking to assist 
Lancashire to develop new industries ; and so to prepare for the new 
pattern of trade made necessary by the loss of Britain’s traditional 
markets, the President said he did not accept the hypothesis which 
seemed to underlie this question, that a decline in the cotton textile 
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Questions Asked and Answered in Parliament 


Below is a selection of questions of interest to industry answered in Parliament 
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industry was inevitable. The three areas in Lancashire which had 
been scheduled as Development Areas would of course continue to 
benefit from the Distribution of Industry Acts. 


Marking of Imported Goods 

The Merchandise Marks Act, 1926, provided that imported goods 
must be marked ‘‘ Empire” or ‘‘ Foreign,” as the case may be, 
or with a definite indication of the country of origin, the President 
stated. By virtue of the Ireland Act, 1949, the mark “ Empire ” 
could legally be applied as an indication of origin on goods from the 
Irish Republic. He had no authority to insist upon a marking ‘‘ Made 
in the Irish Republic.” 


Exports to U.S.S.R. and China 

Asked why certain goods might be exported to the Union of Soviet 
Socialist Republics but not to China, in view of the fact that they 
might be sent from the Union of Soviet Socialist Republics to China, 
the President replied that export controls on trade with China had 
been more stringent than those affecting the Soviet bloc because 
China had been engaged in active hostilities with the forces of the 
United Nations. He had no evidence that the goods in question were 
being re-exported from the Soviet bloc to China. 


Export of Anti-biotics and Drugs to Eastern Europe 

There were no restrictions on the export of anti-biotics and 
pharmaceutical drugs, or chemicals of primarily medicinal use to 
Eastern European countries, the President stated. 


Imports of Artificial Silk Cut Staple Fibre 

Imports of artificial silk cut staple fibre including rayon staple 
fibre in 1953 amounted to nearly 2} million pounds weight, it was 
stated. About one-third of the total was supplied by Norway and 
most of the remainder by Western Germany and Switzerland. 


Applications for Patents Hearings 


Asked what was the average time which an applicant for a patent 
had to wait, from the date when a hearing took place before the 
Comptroller of the Patent Office, until the Comptroller’s decision 
was communicated to him, the President replied that in the large 
majority of cases the decision was given at the hearing. When the 
decision was deferred and given later in writing, or when the applicant 
asked for confirmation of the decision in writing, the average time 
between the hearing and the issue of the written decision was now 
about three weeks. He assumed that the questioner referred to cases 
in which the applicant asked to be heard on official objections and not 
to hearings in proceedings in opposition to the grant of a patent 
brought by a third party. 

The President was further asked what was the average time which 
elapsed after an applicant for a patent had asked for a hearing by the 
Comptroller of the Patent Office until the hearing was granted. He 
replied that the time between the receipt of the request and the 
date of the hearing was usually about four weeks, including the period 
of at least ten days’ notice, which the Comptroller must give under 
the Patent Rules. 


Raw Cotton Shipped to Japan 


The President said he was aware that the current rates for raw 
cotton shipped from Pakistan and India to Japan tended to be lower 
than rates to this country. There was no Governmental control of 
freight rates which were the subject of commercial negotiations 
between shippers and ship owners. He was, however, in consultation 
with the Minister of Materials and the Minister of Transport on 
this matter. 


Prices of Clothing and Knitting Wool 


The President was asked if he was aware that men’s outer clothing, 


lower-priced suits, overcoats and sports coats, were showing increased 
prices averaging 6 per cent. to 10 per cent. ; and, in view of complaints 
regarding decrease in quality of these garments, if he would impose 
price control and penalties for departure from standards. 


He replied that the retail prices of these items of clothing had 
remained steady for several months following a rise which reflected 
increases in the world price of raw wool. The retail prices of clothing 
as a whole did not change significantly during 1953 and at the end of 
the year were lower than in October, 1951. He had no evidence 
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to suggest any decrease in the quality of the garments referred to 
and he saw no reason to impose controls on the lines suggested in 
the second part of the Question. 

The President was also asked if he was aware that there was a 
10 per cent. increase in price of knitting wool and in children’s 
garments containing wool ; and if he would take steps to reimpose 
control on wool prices. 

He replied that the increase in the average retail price of knitting 
wool occurred several months ago ; in recent months, the average 
price had remained steady. The average retail prices for children’s 
wool clothing did not change significantly during 1953. The answer 
to the second part of the Question was “‘ No, Sir.”’ 


Advertisements in Periodicals 


Asked whether he was aware of the concern at the extent to which 
periodicals, as opposed to daily and weekly newspapers, were prepared 
to accept questionable and inaccurate advertisements ; and if he 
would take steps to amend the Merchandise Marks Acts so as to make 
it an offence to publish or print advertisements of articles whose sale 
constituted an offence under the Acts, the President replied ‘“‘ No, 
Sir.” But in any event it would not be practicable to deal with any 
such advertisements in the manner suggested. 

Exports of Toys 

‘The expansion of the export trade in toys was a matter for the toy 
industry, the President stated. ‘This industry had, in fact, done 
remarkably well, having nearly doubled the value of its export trade 
in the last seven years. The industry knew very well the services 
that his Department could give them and it was the Government’s 


policy at all times to give the fullest encouragement and support to 
it, as to all other exporters. 


Savoy Hotel 


Asked whether he had now received the observations of the Savoy 
directors with regard to the transfer of the Berkeley Hotel to the 
Worcester Buildings Company (London) Limited ; and what action 
he proposed to take in the matter, the President replied that he had 
not yet received the directors’ observations but he expected them 
towards the end of this week. 


Unemployment in Anglesey 


Asked if he would designate Anglesey as a development area in 
view of the fact that unemployment there had now risen to 10-2 per 
cent. of the insured population, the President replied that the Depart- 
ments concerned were making a special survey of the unemployment 
in Anglesey. When this survey was completed, he would write to 
the questioner. 


North-Eastern Trading Estates 


It was stated that on November 28, 1953, the latest date for which 
official figures were available, 18,819 men and boys, 25,273 women 
and girls, making a total of 44,092, were employed in factories 
administered by the North-Eastern Trading Estates Limited. 


Review of G.A.T.T. 


The President was asked whether he had considered the French 
plan, made at the Eighth Session of the General Agreement on Tariffs 
and Trade, ia October 1953, to reduce tariff levels by 30 per cent. ; 
and whether he would make a statement on the policy of Her Majesty’s 
Government with regard to this proposal. 

He replied that in the forthcoming review of the General Agreement 
on Tariffs and ‘Trade the Contracting Parties would consider whether 
to make any change in the procedures for negotiating reductions of 
tariffs, and the plan to which the questioner referred would be 
considered in that context. He was not at present in a position to 
comment on it. Meanwhile he considered that the reduction of 
quantitative restrictions in Europe was an equally urgent and no less 
impertant task. 


Industry in North Staffordshire 


Asked whether he would give consideration to assisting north 
Staffordshire in the development of new industries, to accord with the 
changing pattern of British trade and manufacture, the President 
replied that he was not clear what change the questioner had in 
mind. There was at present a shortage of labour in North Stafford- 
shire. 


Australian Import Relaxations 
The President said he welcomed the Australian Government’s 
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decision to terminate the import restrictions on many more goods, 
and to increase the quota for consumer goods. He could not say in 
detail what the effect of these relaxations would be on trade with 
Britain, as they applied to imports from a great number of countries, 
but he was confident that British exporters would secure a good share 
of the increased trade. 


Factory Building in Sunderland 


Asked what new Government-owned factories would be commenced 
to be built in Sunderland during 1954, the President replied that this 
must depend on what acceptable applications were made to build 
new factories there. 


Canadian International Trade Fair 


The President stated that information about the Canadian Inter- 
national Trade Fair had been published in the Board of Trade Journal 
and the Fair had been widely advertised by the Canadian Government 
in this country. Board of Trade Regional Controllers had personally 
drawn the attention of trade associations and manufacturers to it. 
Exhibitors were given advice on how to obtain the maximum advantage 
from participation, but no financial assistance was given. 

So far 149 United Kingdom firms had booked 37,860 square feet 
of space ; and a number of firms had arranged for their goods to be 
exhibited by their Canadian agents. 


Imports of Industrial Raw Materials from U.S.S.R. 


Almost all important industrial raw materials might be imported 
as freely from the U.S.S.R. as from other foreign sources, the 
President stated, and any negotiations necessary for the purchase of 
these goods were a matter primarily for private importers.

Shipping Movement at United Kingdom Ports 








4 TOTAL net tonnage of vessels entering with cargo in the 
foreign trade at United Kingdom ports during January (3-4 

million tons) was 9 per cent. lower than in December but 1 per 
cent. higher than in January last year. The total of clearances 
(3-8 million tons) was 7 per cent. lower than in December and was 
also lower, by 4 per cent., than in January last year. This is the first 
time since May, 1953, that clearances with cargo have been lower 
than in the corresponding month of the previous year. 
















Vessels in Ballast 


The total net tonnage of vessels recorded as entering in ballast 
during January (1:3 million tons) was 12 per cent. lower than in 
December and 11 per cent. lower than in January, 1953. Clearances 
in ballast were down by 6 per cent. and 2 per cent. respectively. 


Arrivals and Departures with Cargo 
Foreign trade arrivals with cargo were 6 per cent. lower than in

December and 4 per cent. higher than in January last year. The 
Thames area, which represents about a quarter of all arrivals with 
cargo, showed an increase of 15 per cent. compared with January 
1953 but three areas, Humber, West Channel and West Coast of 
Scotland, were lower. Departures with cargo were 7 per cent. lower 
than in December and 5 per cent. lower than in January 1953. 
Departures from the Thames area were slightly higher than in 
January 1953 and those from the Fishguard and North Wales area 
were unchanged: departures from all other areas were lower. 


Coasting Trade 


The net tonnage of arrivals with cargo in the coasting trade was 
6 per cent. lower than in December although practically unchanged 
compared with January 1953. Departures were 6 per cent. lower 
than in December but 2 per cent. higher than in January 1953.

His account of how the factors of attention, memory, association and 
volition are employed in the production of modern advertising 
campaigns, should interest students of both advertising and psychology 
as well as the general reader. 


Tackling the Problem of Rheumatism in Industry 


The British Rheumatic Association, 11, Beaumont Street, London, 
W.1., have published their sixth annual report for 1952-53. One of 
their tasks has been to tackle the problem of absenteeism in industry 
through rheumatism. Diagnosis and treatment in the early stages 
of serious rheumatism, it is pointed out, are vital. Accordingly a 
policy is being followed of providing hostels linked with appropriate 
hospitals. ‘The first of these hostels has now been opened at Bracken 
Hill House, The Woods, Northwood, Middlesex. Here patients can 
be diagnosed and treated under the National Health Service at the 
nearby Mount Vernon Hospital. Any works medical officer or 
medical adviser can get full details by applying to the Association 
at the address above. 


Construction of Esso Refinery at Fawley. The British 
Institute of Management, 8 Hill Street, London, W.1, have published 
a booklet written by A. P. Gray and Mark Abrams entitled “‘ Construc- 
tion of Esso Refinery, Fawley.’’ It is an account of some of the 
management methods adopted in this construction project, which 
provided an example of American management directing British 
labour, and included some methods which are not general in British 
industry. The Report is divided into two main sections—Top 
Level Organization Policy ; and Labour-Management Relations.

The Mechanics of Sawing. Forest Products Research Bulletin 
No. 30 “* Mechanics of Sawing: Band and Circular Saws ”’ has been 
published for the Department of Scientific and Industrial Research 
by H. M. Stationery Office, Kingsway, London, W.C.2 (price 1s.

Certification Mark Scheme for Zinc 
Alloy Die Castings 


THE British Standards Institution and the Zinc Alloy Die Casters 

Association have together drawn up a Certification Mark scheme 
for zinc alloy die castings. ‘This means that customers can order 
castings guaranteed to be made under strictly controlled conditions 
subject to inspection by the B.S.I., and complying with the exacting 
requirements of British Standard 1004. This standard was published 
in 1942 to safeguard the quality of the millions of critical ammunition 
components being made from zinc alloy die castings. Wherever 
possible the castings will carry the Kite-mark ‘‘ B.S. 1004” and the 
die caster’s name, trademark, or B.S.I. licence number. Castings 
too small to be marked individually will be supplied in specially 
labelled boxes. 

Participation in the scheme is open to any die caster, whether or 
not a member of the Zinc Alloy Die Casters Association, who is willing 
and able to comply with the conditions. Full particulars are obtainable 
from The British Standards Institution, British Standards House, 
2 Park Street, London, W.1.

Dimensions of Amateur Roll Film, Backing Paper and 
Film Spools 


B.S. 1491 : 1954 is based on the corresponding American Standard 
and specifies the dimensions of five sizes of roll film, backing paper 
and film spools. Full details are included of the layout of the markings 
on the backing paper which are intended to ensure correct location 
in cameras complying with B.S. 1487 as regards picture sizes and 
rear windows. Details of the film spools are also given. Price 3s. 


Cotton Covered Round Copper Wires (Metric Units) 


B.S. 2084 : 1954 is a metric edition of B.S. 1791, which has the 
same title, namely ‘“‘ Cotton covered round copper wires (metric 
units).”” This has been prepared primarily from the point of view of 
exports and it differs from the 1951 edition of B.S. 1791 only in that 
all qualities are expressed in metric units, and the range of diameters 
covered is 0-150 mm. to 5:00 mm. 

For normal purposes in the United Kingdom B.S. 1791 is still the 
appropriate standard to be used. The technical details contained in 
the new specification are taken entirely from B.S. 1791 with the 
addition of an Appendix giving constants and reciprocals of constants 
for converting resistances at various temperatures to those at the 
standard temperature of 20°C. It gives details of diameters, resist- 
ances and thickness of covering, together with tests relating to 
bending and elongation of the covered wire. It includes an Appendix 
on measurement of conductor diameter and overall diameter.

Electrical Cable Soldering Sockets 


B.S. 91: 1954 was revised when it was found that industry was 
using two distinct series of tubular lug sockets, and that each series 
desirable for the purpose for which it was being used. These are the 
series in accordance with the 1930 edition of the standard and an 
additional series in accordance with the war emergency revision. 

The standard relates to two main classes of electrical cable soldering 
sockets for connecting to each other or to apparatus, namely lug 
sockets and clamp sockets. The lug sockets are classed as hot pressed 
or cast lug sockets and tubular lug sockets. It specifies material 
for and dimensions of sockets suitable for cables from 7/-044 to 127/-103 
and for currents from 15 to 500 amperes. Price 3s. 


Characteristics and Performance of Apparatus for Measure- 
ment of Radio Interference 


B.S. 727: 1954 “‘ Characteristics and performance of apparatus 
for measurement of radio interference,” has now been revised and 
the equipment described is now suitable for the measurement of 
radio noise in the frequency range of 150 ke/s. to 150 Mc/s. A more 
detailed specification of the performance of noise measuring equip- 
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ment replaces the somewhat loose specification, and the example 
of a suitable measuring set, given in the 1937 edition. 

The apparatus specified is intended for the measurement of radio 
frequency noise field strength or terminal voltages. The specified 
bandwidth and time constants of the relevant sections of the receiver, 
and the characteristics of the indicating instrument, are such that 
the readings obtained are a measure of the annoyance effect of the 
interference. Price 4s 


Limits of Radio Interference 


B.S. 800: 1954, “‘ Limits of radio interference,”” has now been 
revised and extended to cover the existing television frequency band 
of 40 Mc/s. to 70 Mc/s. 

The Standard specifies the limits of magnitude of radio-noise 
terminal voltages and radio-noise fields throughout the ranges 
200 kc/s. to 1605 ke/s. and 40 Me/s. to 70 Mc/s. Different limits 
are prescribed for these two ranges. 

The limits apply to equipment directly connected to distribution 
systems having a declared voltage between conductors of not greater 
than 500 volts, or a terminal voltage between any one conductor 
and earth of not greater than 250 volts. The limits for radio-noise 
fields also apply to electrical equipment which is entirely self- 
contained, i.e. which is not connected to electric supply mains, 
except motor vehicles and internal combustion engines, electrical 
equipment installed on ships, electrical traction systems and equip- 
ment intended for the generation and application of radio frequency 
energy. Price 4s. 


Extra-Low Voltage and Low Voltage Spring Return Non- 
Latch Switches for Aircraft 


B.S. G. 145: 1954 applies to hand-operated or to mechanically- 
operated switches, spring loaded to return, for use on aircraft systems 
of voltages up to 112 volts D.C. and 208 volts A.C. at 400 c/s. It 
does not apply to switches mechanically or electrically latched in 
the operated condition. Nor is it applicable to push button switches 
operated “‘ on”’ by depression and release of a button and operated 
** off” by a further depression and release of the button, the require- 
ments for which are covered in British Standard G. 129, “ Extra-low 
voltage switches (hand operated) for aircraft.” Price 2s. 


Ferrous Pipes and Piping Installations for and in connection 
with Land Boilers 


B.S. 806: 1954 supersedes the 1942 edition. It applies to the 
design and construction of the ferrous pipework connecting a land 
steam boiler to engine, turbine or industrial plant and all auxiliary 
pipework in connection therewith, together with the pipes and pipe 
fittings forming parts of such installations for :-— 

(a) pipes of any bore where the pressure exceeds 50 Ib./sq.in. ; 

(b) pipes over 10 in. bore for steam at pressures up to and including 

50 Ib./sq.in. 

This standard does not apply to the use of carbon steel where 
the temperature exceeds 900°F., or to the use of alloy steel where the 
temperature exceeds 975°F. 

The scope of this Standard has been extended to provide for 
developments which have taken place in pipework installation practice, 
notably in the use of alloy steels. Price 10s. 6d. 


Code on Disappearing-Filament Optical Pyrometers 


British Standard Code for Disappearing-Filament Optical Pyro- 
meters (B.S. 2082) should prove useful to both manufacturers and 
users of optical pyrometers, for a wider field is covered than simple 
recommendations on design. The reasons for certain features of 
design are fully discussed and this has led to the inclusion of a 
summary of the basic principles of optical pyrometry ; in order, 
however, to avoid digression from the main arguments, certain 
aspects of the subject are separated into appendices of which there 
are seven. The main text is divided into five parts under the headings : 
(1) General (including definitions and a description of a typical 
optical system) ; (2) Principles of optical pyrometry ; (3) Design 
requirements ; (4) Calibration procedure ; (5) Selection and training 
of operators. Price 6s. 


Metal Wall Ties 

B.S. 1243: 1954 has been reviewed in the light of present day 
building practice and extended to cover wall ties made from a single 
wire of larger diameter than the double wire butterfly type. 

The three types of wall-tie now provided for in the standard are 
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considered adequate to enable a suitable type to be chosen for any 
design of wall used in normal buildings. 

The requirements for galvanizing are given as the minimum 
considered suitable for general work. Special conditions may call 
for increased protection and the purchaser can make the necessary 
peg with the manufacturer within the scope of the standard.

Panelled and Glazed Wood Doors 


B.S. 459: Pt. 1: 1954 is a revision of the standard first published 
in 1944. It incorporates amendments made since that date particularly 
in respect of plywood panel thicknesses, the size of framing members 
and the priming of the doors. Price 3s, 6d. 


Industrial Safety Helmets (Light Duty) 


B.S. 2095 : 1954 applies to light duty safety helmets for use in 
such industries as mining, quarrying, shipbuilding, structural engineer- 
ing and similar occupations where there is danger of injury from 
falling objects or knocking the head on sharp, hard projections. The 
standard does not apply to special types of helmets for heavy duty, 
firemen’s helmets or crash helmets, etc. 

The standard has been based on the types of helmet used for many 
years in the coal-mining industry. Care has been taken to avoid 
unnecessary restriction of design, and requirements for special hazards, 
such as electrical insulation or resistance to acids, are not specified. 
A further British Standard for heavy duty industrial safety helmets 
is being prepared. Price 3s. 


Glossary of Highway Engineering Terms 


B.S. 892 : 1954 has been prepared in co-operation with the Joint 
Committee on Civil Engineering Codes of Practice of the Institution 
of Civil Engineers to meet the demand for precise terminology which 
has arisen as a result of the development of the science of highway 
engineering. 

The glossary is arranged in sections covering highway types ; 
preliminary operations ; construction ; materials ; plant and tools ; 
and traffic. ‘The section on road traffic has been enlarged. An 
alphabetical index is also included. Price 10s. 


White Line Road Paint 


A B.S./A.R.P. Specification, ‘‘ Traffic Paints,”” was issued in 1940, 
revised in 1943 and is now withdrawn. ‘The present standard, 
B.S. 2086 : 1954, covers a rapid drying white paint suitable for carriage- 
way and kerb markings, and gives performance tests for the paint 
relating to a reference standard paint, the composition of which is 
specified. 

The standard does not include requirements for thermoplastic 
compositions now commonly used for road markings. Price 2s. 


Dimensions of 3-phase Electric Motors 


To fulfil further the need for dimensional standardization of electric 
motors in the United Kingdom, B.S. 2083 : 1954 has been issued. 

It establishes nine frame sizes for squirrel-cage, totally enclosed 
fan-cooled foot-mounted motors intended for industrial purposes 
and having a maximum continuous rating and is applicable to 50-cycle 
motors at voltages not greater than 650 volts and covers motors of 
1-20 horse-power at 1500 r.p.m. (synchronous speed). 

With the exception of the 1 h.p. 4-pole motor, the dimensions 
specified are similar to those given in the American N.E.M.A. 
Standard M.G. 1-1949, but for a given frame size the horse-power 
outputs have been increased to fall into line with practice in this 
country and shaft dimensions have been enlarged accordingly.

Railway Signalling Symbols: Pt. 2 Wiring Symbols and 
Written Circuits 

The revision of Part 1 of this British Standard ‘‘ Schematic 
symbols ” was published in 1951. The publication of the revision 
of Part 2 now brings this British Standard up to date (B.S. 376 : 1954). 

It includes railway signalling symbols for wiring diagrams and 
written circuits and also explains a system of labelling wires in such 
a manner that each wire can be readily identified with that shown on 
the circuit diagram.

Portuguese West Africa, a Good but Restricted Market 


for United Kingdom Products 


N a Report on Economic and Commercial Conditions in Portuguese 

West Africa (Angola)*, H.M. Consul in Luanda, the capital, 

states that the general trade position in the Province changed 
abruptly in the spring of 1952; till then Angola had been enjoying a 
boom floated on the high volume and value of exports. At about the 
same time in the spring of 1952 the price of sisal fell rapidly and 
the Government announced measures for the retention of part of 
the value of products exported to countries of the European Payments 
Union and a levy on the excess values (over those of 1949) of exported 
products. ‘Thus was ushered in a period of relative shortness of 
money and of difficulties in the collection of due accounts. 

The Angolan market is, in practice, reserved for products of 
Metropolitan Portugal where they are available. The decree-law 
of 1948 revising the Angolan Customs Tariff provides for the favouring 
of the import into Angola of Portuguese woollen and cotton piece- 
goods, alcoholic beverages, tyres and inner tubes, products of 
asbestos-cement, of cork and glass, footwear, matches, etc., and the 
preferential tariff in favour of such goods imported from Portugal 
is an effective mechanism. Also, although import licences are, in 
general, freely given for goods of United Kingdom origin this is not 
necessarily the case where they are in conflict with Portuguese 
manufactures. 

In 1952, Portugal as usual supplied a little less than half of the 
imports of the Province, by value, and the United Kingdom, which 
supplied recently 15 per cent. of total imports, moved up to first 
place among foreign suppliers, displacing the United States. Imports 
for the United Kingdom increased by nearly 37 per cent. in 1952 as 
compared with 1951. 

The white population of Angola is probably not yet much in 
excess of 80,000 and an appreciable proportion of that number find 
the high cost of living a serious preoccupation and therefore do not 
constitute a market for luxury goods. The purchasing power of the 
greater majority of the natives, even in the towns, is low and a good 
part of their spending power goes on cotton textiles of Portuguese 
or local manufacture. They have, none the less, a yearning for con- 
sumer goods, e.g. sewing machines and bicycles, and even for those 
they cannot effectively use, such as refrigerators in the absence of 
electric power. The purchasing power of those who had been benefit- 
ing by the high price of coffee has been reduced by the effects of the 
Government’s measure for taxation of the excess money yield of 
agricultural exports. None the less, the world demand for coffee, 
the major agricultural product and export of Angola, appears firm, 
and Angolan coffee will continue to provide a broad basis for the 
purchase of consumer goods. 


Need for Capital Goods 


There is an evident need of capital goods for the development, 
private and official, of the Province and, dependent on the availability 
of resources, this sector of production should in future years provide 
a valuable market for British manufacturers and exporters. Agri- 
cultural machinery constitutes at present only a small part of the 
total imports of the Province, but, with the prevailing shortage of 
native labour the future of agricultural production evidently lies 
in increased mechanization. For the time being, sisal producers 
are impoverished by the fall in export prices and it is probable that 
European producers of coffee, as a result of experience of sisal 
producers, have adopted a more cautious attitude than formerly 
towards outlay. 

There is likely to be a constant demand for motor vehicles and 
trucks which, because of the condition of the major part of the road 
system, have a comparatively short life. At present there appears 
to be a preference for American makes of both passenger and goods

vehicles. Retailers are expected by most purchasers to offer extended 


credit terms up to 18 months.

Government Buying 


Government purchases of any magnitude are the objects of calls 
for tender which are publicized by the Board of Trade. It is a 
condition of each call that tenders should be put in by firms registered 
in the local Tribunal of Commerce and it is useless for British firms 
to tender by correspondence from their home office ; they must 
have an agent, or at least an ad hoc representative, on the spot. The 
Commercial Relations and Exports Department of the Board of Trade 
can supply the names of two British firms with branches in Luanda 
and other parts of Angola who might be willing to act on behalf of 
British firms, always provided the lively local establishments them- 
selves are not tendering for goods of their principals or of ad hoc 
principals of their choice. 

Government purchases of greater magnitude are the subject of 
calls for tenders both in the Province and in Lisbon. Those of the 
greatest magnitude, such as supplies for the Six-Year Development 
Plan, are the object of calls for tenders published only in Lisbon. 

Most large Angolan firms have head offices or branches in Lisbon 
and buy through those Lisbon offices, particularly in cases where 
the opening of a credit is requested by the supplier. The Angolan 
market consequently should be examined in Lisbon also. The 
territory is vast, but most of the larger firms have branches covering 
the greater part of the Province. Reliable commission agents as yet 
are few. 

Most firms are at the same time importers, wholesalers and retailers, 
and many show reluctance to buy through the intermediary of a firm 
appointed the exclusive representative of a foreign firm ; if such 
representation be granted, other large firms should always be allowed 
to order direct, if only for the satisfaction of personal feelings. 

There is a growing tendency, on the part of those who compare 
British practice with that of other countries, to expect British suppliers 
to grant payment terms better than letter of credit. In the case of 
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sales to reliable firms, it is recommended that this local desire should 
be met. 

The market is becoming increasingly competitive in respect of 
European suppliers ; also, while the disposal of the new availability of 
dollars is a matter of uncertainty, it may lead to a relaxation of the 
present policy of restriction of issue of import licences for dollar 
goods. In any case, it is becoming more and more important that 
British suppliers approaching potential customers in Angola, whether 
direct or through British official channels, should from the start 
quote at least f.o.b. prices of their goods. 

It should be borne in mind that a considerable proportion of Angolan 
importers do not easily read and understand English and will, there- 
fore, be more readily attracted to do business with would-be suppliers 
who address them in Portuguese, Spanish or French and frame their 
literature in one of these languages, the order of preference in both 
cases being that given here.

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Shipping Services Between South 
Africa and West Africa 


HE United Kingdom Senior Trade Commissioner in South Africa 

has drawn attention to a statement made on February 19 by the 
Minister of Economic Affairs regarding improved shipping services 
between the Union and West Africa. 

The Minister said that the Government had decided to assist in 
the establishment of a shipping service with excellent prospects 
for developing a profitable export trade with the West African 
territories and Gold Coast. The Government had become interested 
after investigations by the South African Shipping Board and a 
special trade commissioner from his department. To be successful 
the service would have to be a regular monthly one between the 
Union and those territories and consist of at least three ships of 
about 3,500 tons carrying capacity, inclusive of 250 tons refrigeration 
space. 

The Minister indicated that the Department of Commerce and 
Industries would invite tenders for the institution of a service recom- 
mended by the Shipping Board. On receipt of an acceptable tender 
he would seek the approval of Parliament for a joint financial guarantee 
by the Government and private interests on a £ for £ basis up to a 
maximum of £50,000 a year for five years.

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ELOW is the statement made by the Soviet Minister of Foreign 
Trade, Mr. Ivan Kabanov, in Moscow on February 4 when he 
handed to a group of United Kingdom business men a list of items 
specified for import from the United Kingdom in the years 1955-1957, 
The Minister of State, Board of Trade, Mr. D. Heathcoat Amory, 
answered a question about the statement in the House of Commons 
on February 16 (see Board of Trade Journal of February 20, page 
375). Following is Mr. Kabanov’s statement and the list of goods 
specified :— 
“The Soviet Foreign Trade Organizations expressed their 
readiness to increase considerably the volume of trade operations 
with Great Britain if the British business circles have serious 
intentions to extend trade with the U.S.S.R. 

““Given proper conditions in respect of normalization of 
Anglo-Soviet trade, Soviet Foreign Trade Organizations might 
place orders for ships and equipment to be fulfilled in 1955, 
1956, 1957 for about three billion roubles including ships fifteen 
hundred million roubles, power equipment 600 million roubles, 
forging and press equipment and machine tools 400 million 
roubles, textile and food industrial machinery 375 million roubles 
and miscellaneous equipment 125 million roubles, as well as 
purchase within the same period of raw materials, food and 
industrial consumer goods for an approximate amount of 1-5 
billion roubles, thus making a total of 4:5 billion roubles or 
over £400 million sterling. 

“* It is self understood that the Soviet Foreign Trade Organiza- 
tions are ready to increase respectively the sales of goods usually 
imported by Great Britain from the U.S.S.R. 

“Should the sales of Soviet goods to Great Britain during 
the said years be of corresponding value, the turnover between 
the U.S.S.R. and Great Britain might be brought up to three 
billion roubles per annum, i.e. surpass the pre-war peak level 
of Anglo-Soviet trade which in 1937 amounted to about 24 billion 
roubles. 


“The development of trade between the U.S.S.R. and Great 
Britain would be of mutual advantage to both and would serve 
to strengthen mutual understanding and mutue! relations between 
the two nations.”

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Anglo-Danish Trade Discussions 
Concluded 


ISCUSSIONS on trade between the United Kingdom and 

Denmark in 1954 were completed in London on Monday. The 
discussions were concerned with facilities for each country’s exports 
in the field of goods subject to private trade and to licensing restric- 
tions. The discussions were therefore confined to a small part only 
of Anglo-Danish trade. 

The arrangements made for United Kingdom exports were similar, 
with some small improvements, to those for 1953, 


Anglo-Yugoslavy Trade Discussions 


ISCUSSIONS were concluded in London on Tuesday between 

the United Kingdom and Yugoslavia on trading arrangements 
for 1954 in accordance with the provisions of the Anglo-Yugoslav 
Trade Agreement, 1949. 

Provision was made for the import from Yugoslavia of metals, 
miscellaneous goods and foodstuffs and for the export from the 
United Kingdom of textiles, instruments and equipment in the 
scientific, medical and photographic fields, communications equip- 
ment, rubber manufactures (including tyres and tubes), chemicals 
and pharmaceuticals, vehicles and machinery of all types.

tional Protocol to the Commercial Agreement between the 
Belgo-Luxembourg Economic Union and Poland of April 13, 1950, 
was signed in Brussels on January 11.

Italy and Hungary 


"THE Italian Informazioni per il Commercio Estero of February 4,

This protocol, which comes 
within the scope of the Trade Agreement signed on December 16, 
1948, replaces the protocol of February 9, 1950. 

New quota lists of goods to be exchanged between the two countries 
have been drawn up.

Hungarian exports to Italy will include 
meat, eggs and egg products, cereals, machine tools, and pharma- 
ceutical raw materials.

Italy and Sweden 


HER MAJESTY’S Representative at Rome has reported that the 
Italo-Swedish Trade Protocol of January 10, 1952, which had already 
been extended until October 31, 1953, has been further extended 
until October 31, 1954. 

According to a notice published by the Italian National Institute 
for Foreign Trade the amounts of the quotas are unchanged except 
in the case of the quota for Italian exports of motor vehicles and 
motor scooters to Sweden and the Swedish undertaking to export 
iron ore, both of which have been increased. 


Finland and Bulgaria 


HER MAJESTY’S Representative in Sofia reports that a Bulgarian- 
Finnish trade Agreement for 1954 and a Protocol extending the 
validity of the Bulgarian-Finnish payments agreement, were signed 
in Sofia on January 25. According to a Press report Finland will 
import from Bulgaria fresh and dried fruit and vegetables, tobacco, 
tomato puree, oil essences, wheat and certain textiles. Bulgaria 
will import various types of paper, cellulose and engineering products, 
including ships’ engines. 


Uruguay and France 


THE text of an Additional Protocol to the Franco-Uruguayan Trade 
and Shipping Convention of June 4, 1892, signed in Montevideo on 
December 30, 1953, has now been received by the Board of Trade 
and may be inspected at the Export Services Branch (Tariff Section), 
Board of Trade, Lacon House, Theobalds Road, London, W.C.1.

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Australian Import Licensing Amendments 


ULL details are given below of the relaxations in the Australian 

Import Licensing Restrictions which were announced by the 

Australian Prime Minister on February 19, 1954 (see last week’s 
Board of Trade Journal, page 438). The relaxations in the import 
restrictions will apply to goods originating in all countries other than 
the dollar area or Japan and will operate on and from April 1, 1954. 
For an explanation of the terms used, see below. 


Category B. As already announced, the scale of licensing of goods 
within category B is to be increased from 50 per cent. to 60 per cent. 
by value of imports during the base year (July 1950-June 1951). 
There are virtually no category changes which affect items accorded 
category “‘ B”’ licensing treatment, except that as a result of ‘ round- 
ing-up ”’ one or two very minor items are transferred to N.Q.R. 


Category A. This category is to be deleted from the licensing 
schedule. The bulk of the goods at present classifiable under this 
category are to be transferred to N.Q.R. ; a minority are, however, 
transferred to Adm*. These latter will be licensed on a basis of 
90 per cent. of base year imports, unless otherwise shown in the 
schedule below. All changes are indicated by the symbol ¢ in the 
schedule. 


Administrative. 


A number of goods at present subject to administrative licensing 
are to be transferred to N.Q.R. These are also indicated by the 
symbol f¢ in the schedule below. 


Special Licensing. 


In announcing details of the relaxations, the Australian Minister 
for Trade and Customs also mentioned that because of the continued 
easing of licensing restrictions that had taken place since January 1, 
1953, and the volume of Category B goods for which licences would 
be available as from April 1, 1954, there should be little need for 
special licensing consideration for individual commodities. Ac- 
cordingly, in the future, the Australian Department of Trade and 
Customs would adopt a much more stringent approach to applications 
for special quotas or special licences. 


Revised Schedule of Categories 


For ease of reference, the entire revised licensing schedule is 
reproduced below, covering all items whether or not they are affected 
by the present amendments. 


Explanation of terms. 


1. Category Items.—Items shown in the first column of the 
Schedule proper are referred to as ‘‘ Category Items ’”’ and are the 
means of identifying goods for import licensing purposes. Although 
category items derive in the main from tariff items and reference must 
in general be made to the corresponding tariff item to identify the 
goods covered by the category item, they are not necessarily identical 
with tariff items, e.g., ‘‘ Banks ”’. 


2. Value-—Unless otherwise stated “‘ value” in the Schedule 
means c.i.f. & e. value. 


3. Base Year.—The “ base year” for import licensing purposes 
is, unless specifically varied in particular cases, the financial year, 
July 1, 1950, to June 30, 1951. 


4. Base Year Imports.—‘‘ Base year imports ”’ means the value of 
imports during the base year by an individual or firm. This value is 
calculated by adding 15 per cent. to the value for duty of the com- 
modity or commodities concerned. 


5. Banks.—‘ Banks” consist of a group of commodities, some- 
times covered by nominated category items, sometimes only by a 
broad description, which, for the sake of convenience, have been 
combined so as to comprise a category item distinct from the individual 
category items of the goods which are included within the Bank. A 
quota is established under a Bank in accordance with the rules 
prescribed for that particular Bank. 


6. Quota.—A “ quota” is a value ceiling related to a specified 
time period which determines the maximum value of an import licence 


or licences which will normally be issued during that time period to 
any individual. 

7. A quota is held by an individual importer in respect of a par- 
ticular category item except :— 

(a) where category items are stated to be interchangeable when 
a quota may be established in respect of a group of 
category items ; and , 

(6) in the case of Category B where a quota is established in 
respect of all category items within Category B. 

8. A quota is established by the Department of Trade and 
Customs and is expressed as a value which, in general, is a percentage 
of the value of an individual’s (including firm’s) base year imports. 
Such a quota may, however, be fixed by the Department without 
direct relation to base year imports. 

9. Unused quotas or unused portions thereof may not be carried 
forward into subsequent licensing periods (e.g., from one half year 
to the subsequent half year). 


Licensing treatment. 


10. Inthe column headed “ category ”’ there is shown against each 
category item the basis upon which import licences will be issued. 
A brief explanation of the various licensing treatments follows :— 

11. N.Q.R.—‘‘ N.Q.R.” indicates that although the goods covered 
by the relevant category item are subject to the Customs (Import 
Licensing) Regulations, licences are issued without reference to quota 
restrictions. In such cases licences are issued by Collectors of 
Customs upon production of satisfactory evidence that the goods con- 
cerned can be imported within one year from the date of issue of 
the licence. 

12. Adm.—‘‘ Adm.” indicates that applications for licences are 
considered on the merits of the individual case by the Administrative 
Officer, Central Import Licensing Branch, 52 William-street, Sydney, 
without necessary relationship to base year imports. 

13. Adm.*—* Adm.* ” indicates special licensing treatment being 
administered by Collectors of Customs. Details have been published 
in Licensing Instructions, and were reproduced in the Board of Trade 
Journal at the time of their introduction. 

14. Category A.—‘‘ A” indicated the category items for which, 
until April 1, annual quotas could be established up to a value of 90 
per cent. of base year imports of the goods covered by the individual 
category items. ‘This category is now deleted from the schedule. 

15. Category B.—‘‘ B” indicates category items for which, as a 
general rule, annual quotas may be established for an individual up to 
the value of 60 per cent. of base year imports of all goods covered by 
category items against which Category B licensing treatment is 
indicated. That is to say, base year imports of Category B goods by 
an individual may be grouped for the purpose of establishing a 
Category B quota and licences may be issued against a Category B 
quota for goods covered by any category item within Category B. 

16. Percentages.—Percentages shown against category items in the 
Schedule indicate that an annual quota may be established for the 
goods covered by a particular category item up to that percentage of 
the base year imports of the goods covered by the particular category 
item. 

17. Exempt.—‘ Exempt” indicates that goods covered by the 
particular category item are excepted from the provisions of the 
Customs (Import Licensing) Regulations and a licence to import such 
goods is not required.

F-XPORTERS are reminded that, under Section 304 of the United 

States Tariff Act of 1930, as amended, most articles imported into 
the United States are required to be marked in a conspicuous place 
as legibly, indelibly amd permanently as the nature of the article 
will permit, in such manner as to indicate to an ultimate purchaser 
in the United States the name of the country of origin of the article. 

In the case of merchandise manufactured or produced in the United 
Kingdom, one of the following markings must be used: ‘“ United 
Kingdom,” “‘Great Britain,”’ or ‘United Kingdom of Great Britain 
and Northern Ireland.” The abbreviation “ Gt. Britain” may be 
used. The words “ England,’ ‘‘ Scotland,” ‘ Wales,’”’ ‘“‘ Northern 
Ireland” or “ Ireland” are also acceptable for goods from these 
territories as an alternative to the above markings. 

The adjectival form of the name of the country is acceptable 
providing the word does not appear with other words so as to refer 
to a kind or species of product, e.g. the term “‘ English walnuts ”’ is 
not acceptable. 

The following are examples of the methods of marking required 
on certain articles :— 

Wood. Branding or stencilling. 

Paper or Cloth. Stamping with a rubber stamp. 

Bagging. Stencilling. 

Glassware. Marking in the mold or by etching or engraving, unless 
such marking at the time of manufacture would disfigure or otherwise 
injure the article for its intended use, in which case the marking may 
be by means of labels securely affixed. 

Metal articles, Die stamping, cast-in-the-mould lettering, etching (acid 
or electrolytic), engraving or by means of metal plates bearing the 


prescribed marking and securely attached to the article by screws or 
rivets. 


The above methods of marking now apply to those metal goods and 
thermostatic containers classifiable under Tariff paragraphs 345, 355, 
357, 358, 359, 360, 361 and 1553, which were subject to special marking 
requirements prior to the Customs Simplification Act of 1953. It 
should be noted, however, that special marking requirements are still 
in force on watch movements, clocks and clock movements, clockwork 
mechanisms, etc., classifiable under Tariff paragraphs 367 and 368, 
and that such articles will be denied entry unless marked in exact 
conformity with the special regulations. 

The Secretary of the United States Treasury may authorize the 
exemption of any article from the marking requirements in certain 
circumstances, the most important being when an article is incapable 
of being marked without injury or cannot be marked except at an 
economically prohibitive expense. When an article is exempted 
from marking, its container must normally be marked instead. 

An additional duty of 10 per cent. ad valorem will be levied on all 
articles arriving in the United States unmarked or improperly marked, 
unless they are properly marked at the importers’ expense and under 
Customs supervision prior to the liquidation of the Customs entry.

Indian Merchandise Marks 
Legislation 


THE United Kingdom Trade Commissioner at New Delhi has 

forwarded a copy of S.R.O. 388 issued by the Ministry of Com- 
merce and Industry, Government of India, on January 27, 1954, 
which provides for the following draft amendment to the Indian 
Merchandise Marks regulations (see Board of Trade Journal on 
March 24, and May 26, 1951). The draft will be taken into considera- 
tion after March 3, 1954, and any objection or suggestion received 
from any person before that date will be considered by the Central 
Government. 

In Part I of the Schedule (covering the marking of goods made or 
produced outside India), for the words ‘‘ On the goods themselves ” 
appearing against item 7 relating to ‘‘ Fents”’, the words “‘ On the 
bundles, containers or coverings ’’ shall be substituted. 
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Indian Drugs Rules Amendments 


THE United Kingdom Trade Commissioner in New Delhi has 

forwarded copies of various Notifications issued by the Ministry 
of Health, Government of India, which provide for the following 
amendments and draft amendments to the Indian Drugs Rules 1945. 


Amendment 


In the said Rules—in sub rule (1) of rule 40 (Procedure for the import of 
drugs) after the words “ Director of the said laboratory ’’ the words “ or 
any other officer empowered by him in this behalf, subject to the approval 
of the Central Government ”’ shall be inserted. 

In rule 41-——in sub-rule (1), after the words “ If the Director of the 
laboratory appointed for the purpose by the Central Government” the 
words “‘ or any other officer empowered by him in this behalf subject to 
the approval of the Central Government ”’ shall be inserted. 

In sub-rule (2) after the words “ If the Director of the laboratory ap- 
pointed for the purpose by the Central Government” the words “ or any 
other officer empowered by him in this behalf subject to the approval of 
Po Central Government” shall be inserted. (S.R.O. 218 of January 5, 
1954). 


Draft Amendments 


1. The following draft amendment will be taken into consideration after 
March 26, 1954. Any objection or suggestion which may be received from 
any person before this date will be considered by the Central Government. 

For rule 104 (Part IX, relating to Labelling and Packing) of the said 
Rules, the following rule shall be substituted namely :— 

“104 Use of letters B.P., B.P.C., etc.—Without prejudice to the other 
provisions of these rules requiring the giving of any particulars on the label 
on a drug, the letters ‘ B.P.’, ‘ B.P.C.’, or any other recognised abbreviation 
shall be entered on the label on a drug which is included in the British 
Pharmacopoeia, the British Pharmaceutical Codex or any other recognized 
pharmacopoeia, as the case may be: 

Provided that the letters‘ B.P.’, ‘ B.P.C.’ or any other recognized abbrevi- 
ation shall be entered on the label on a drug only for the purpose of indica- 
ting that the drug is in accordance with the standard set out in the British 
Pharmacopoeia, the British Pharmaceutical Codex or any other recognized 
pharmacopoeia, as the case may be and not for any other purpose.” (S.R.O. 
34 of December 22, 1953). 

2. The following draft amendments will be taken into consideration 
after April 2, 1954. Any objection or suggestion which may be received 
from any person before this date will be considered by the Central 
Government. 

(i) In Schedule C—{a) For item 11 the following item shall be sub- 
stituted, namely :— 

“11. The following drugs and preparations thereof for parenteral 
administration :— 

(1) Penicillin ; (2) Streptomycin ; (3) Chlortetracycline ; (4) Oxy- 
tetracycline ; (5) Chloramphenicol ; (6) Viomycin ; (7) Neomycin ; 
(8) Bacitracin.”’ 

(b) Item 12 shall be omitted. 

(c) Items 13, 14 and 15 shall be renumbered as items 12, 13 and 14 
respectively. 

(ii) In Schedule C(1)—For item 9 the following item shall be substituted, 
namely :— 

“9, ‘The following drugs and the preparations thereof not in a form to 
be administered parenterally :— 

(1) Penicillin ; (2) Streptomycin ; (3) Chlortetracycline ; (4) Oxy- 
tetracycline ; (5) Chloramphenicol ; (6) Neomycin ; (7) Magna- 
mycin ; (8) Erythromycin ; (9) Bacitracin.” 

Note.—Schedules C and C(1) give a list of biological and other special 
products for which, inter alia, import licences under the Drugs Rules are 
required. (S.R.O. 131 of December 22, 1953).

James Payne, well known writer on aviation matters, deals with 
transport of passengers and cargo by air, and suggests that this aspect 
should be closely watched by shipping interests.
